BOBBY KENNEDY’S OVER-ZEALOUS 
FR IEN D S 
If Senator Robert F Kennedy and hi* all-too- 
zealous friends aren't careful, they are going to 
split 
the Dem ocratic Party along geographical 
fault lines just as the Republican Party has been 
split. 
The roots of the LBJ party are in the W est 
and South, and. since the population drift and the 
spread of economic resources are definitely away 
from the American Northeast, this means that a 
Kennedy may have real trouble in reaching the 
W hite House in 1972. 
The latest Kennedy error has hern to challenge 
Ly ndon J ohnson and Dean Rusk in the making of 
foreign policy . 
It did not sit at all well with 
either the President or Rusk when Bibby , on his 
European foray , made esoleric references in Rrit- 
ain to neg otiations over Vietnam that could be 
"ciucial" in the next few weeks. 
Senators are 
supposed to "advise and consent" in foreign rela­ 
tions. but it is traditional that they don't try to 
undercut the State Department by using a foreign 
forum to bring delicate neg otiations into the lim e­ 
light or by conferring conspicuously with officials 
ot 
foreign governments. 
So. when Newsweek 
magazine printed a report that Bobby was com ­ 
ing home with a three-pronged peace proposal 
that had French endorsement, Ly ndon J ohnson 
figuratively hit the ceiling. 
Being a Texas, LBJ 
proceeded to call what people close to the W hite 
House arc now rclerring to as "Bobby ’s bluff.” 
It isn’t that Newsweek had invented the story ; 
Bobby , indeed, had talked with important people 
in Paris in the presence of a U. S. Embassy offi­ 
cial. and had some peace "speculations” In his 
pocket.

Many Drugs for Control 
Of High Blood Pressure

require hospitalization?

Many drug s are used to control high blood 
pressure. One of the quickest and salest is diazox- 
ide. Hospitalization is not essential but is highly 
desirable because the best results require close 
medical supervision. 
Other procedures that have been used success­ 
fully in selected patients include cutting the roots 
ot sy m pathetic nerves in the lower back where 
they em erg e from the spinal column and the im ­ 
plantation under the skin of a miniature batterj' 
with its electrodes attached to the carotid sinus 
nerve in the neck. 
Q— I’m 61 and have high blood pressure My 
I doctor is g iving me Aldomct and Diuril. Is it 
harmful to take these drugs indefinitely ? 
A— Methy ldopa lA ldom eti and cholorothiazide 
(Diuril) in the usually prescribed dosage are sate 
when taken under medical supervision including 
periodic blood counts. If, for any reason, it be­ 
comes necessary to discontinue either drug, y our 
doctor can give y ou other drugs that w ill keep 
y our blood pressure within normal limits. 
Q— How serious is a blood pressure of 250 over 
184? 
A — The low er < diastolic I reading is the one to 
watch. Any reading of over 100 is dangerously 
high. Measures to reduce it should be started at 
once and kept up indefinitely . 
<4— What is meant by hy pertensive arterio­ 
sclerosis? My blood pressure is 145 over 70. 
A— The term means hardening of the arteries 
associated with high blood pressure but a blood 
pressure of 145 over 70 in an adult is well within 
the normal range. 
— How- safe is Parnate? Can it be taken for 
a long period? 
A—The 
tranquilizer, 
trany lcy promine 
(Par­ 
nate), should not be taken by any one who is over 
60 or any one who has high blood pressure, coro­ 
n a r y heart disease, stroke, epilepsy or liver disease. 
Any one who is taking this drug must avoid eating 
pickled herring or cheese, drinking alcohol or 
taking other drugs because such actions lead to 
severe* poisoning. W ithin these limits- the drug 
maj be taken under medical supervision as long 
as y our doctor discovers no contraindications.
